TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Srm,—From the statement of the Minister 
for Local Government, as reported in to-day's 
Press, it is now quite evident that tne 
responsibility for road policy and administra- 
must be fixed before progress of any 
kind can be hoped for. Eight months ago 
Mr. Burke. as the Minister responsible tor 
roads, definitely outlined an important scheme 


involving an expenditure of £3,800,000. The 


sympathy, has recently exposed the collective 


‘view of his colleagues and himself as to how 


members of the Dail accepted his statement, | 


only to find. that his scheme had been subse- 


quently negatived by the Minister for 
Finance. Since then road expenditure has 
been seriously reduced throughout the 


country ; and it is quite certain that most of 
our main roads are consequently 
of collapse. Facing this situation, 
Minister for Local Government, when pressed 
by members of the Senate for a statement of 
policy, throws the responsibility for his 
powerlessness upon the Minister for Finance. 

In this position the Committee of 
Irish Motorists’ Union—who 
pressed during the last year for the capitali- 
sation of the Motor Taxation Fund—feel

These 
losses are : 

(1) Increased running costs of not less than 
ld. per mile, which amount in the aggregate 
to very many hundreds of thousands of 
pounds annually. 

(2) The conequent isolation of farmers and 
traders, who fail’to obtain the advantages of 
modern transport, owing to the absence of 
even moderately good roads. 

The Minister for Finance in other matters 
has defended estimates of liberal State ex- 
penditure upon the grounds that its reduc- 
tion would involve decreased efficiency. in 
national administration. It is difficult to 
understand how the same Minister can fail 
to apply the same method of reasoming to a 
national service which is of ineémparable 
economic importance to every citizen of the 
Free State. The Committee of the Trish 
Motorists’ Union had hoped that the most 
formidable obstacle to progress had been 
solved by the recent statesmanlike announce- 
ment by the Chairman of the Great Southern 
Railways Company. That statement has, at 
all: events, made it clear that the respon- 
sibility for hesitation and inaction now rests 
upon the Executive Council and upon the 
members of Dail Eireann, Until a compre- 
hensive and authoritative road policy has 
been adopted, my Committee hope that 
further efforts to induce tourist motor- 
owners to visit the Free State may be sus- 
pended. With ample evidence before them 
that many of last year’s visitors carried 
away unfavourable impressions of our Free 
State roads (and have subsequently broad- 


the | 


cast them elsewhere), my Committee are con-. 


vinced that an influx of motoring visitors 
this year can only result in. gaining perma- 
nent disrepute for Free State roads. 

The moment is overdue for the formulation 
and execution of a comprehensive road pro- 
gramme; and it is, therefore, to be hoped 
that members of the Senate will: persist in 
their demand for road nationalisation, and 
that members of the Dail may join energeti- 
cally in exerting the strongest possible 
pressure upon the Executive Council to that

IMPORTED STONE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Siz,—I am keenly interested in a report of 
a meeting of the quarry-owners of the Free 
State which appeared in your issue of the 
19th inst. <A life-long experience of the stone 
and marble trade has convinced me that the 
question of a tariff on imported stone in bulk 
should be approached cautiously and care- 
fully, so as to suit the best interests of the 


country. These interests embrace, with 
others, the employmerit of skilled and un- 
skilled workers in city areas where re- 


building and other exterior work is being 
carried out. How far a tariff on raw material 
would affect these workers is a matter of deep 
concern. There can be no reasonable objec- 
tion to a suitable tariff on manufactured 
articles of stone or marble imported here. 
Our island has been deluged with products of 
this kind, which provide employment for 
workers elsewhere, and are of. benefit only to 
those traders of outside origin who dispose of 
em. 

If an advisory committee is established to 
deal with the question, it is to be hoped that 
it will ‘‘hasten slowly” and will be very 
careful in deciding what imports of stone or 
marble should be subject to a tariff.—Yours, 
k J. J. O'Loosr£r.

IMPROVEMENT OF CATTLE
